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Corrupt Practices Prevention Act. 

JuOging from a cursory glanoo at the 
Act to prevent briboty, treating ftnd 
undue influenco at eluotion* of 
members of tho Lcgislntnro.tbo niensuro 
ia one calculated to make men honest a. 
oleotionB, that is lo eay, as far as men 
can be made honest by Act, of Parlia- 
ment, Its provisions render it cxlremo- 
ly difficult f'jr a oaudiduto, oithor by 
himself or through otticrs, to givo or 
promise any valuable consideration, ad- 
vantage, benefit, fuvor or reward for 
any voto or supportj without exposing 
himself to pains aud penalties, and 
absolutely disqualifying himself to taltd 
a seat in tho Legislature, It 
places an embnrgo npo.i eating, drink- 
ieg, lodging, BmQking) travelling, or in 
aoy way, shape or manner luxuriating 
during an election at tho expense of u 
candidate. It oven cuts oft lags, cock, 
ades, ribbons, badges or marks ol 
party distinction at tho expense of any 
candidate or of any one on his bnhnll. 
In order the more effeotQally to check 
any uuduo expenditure at an election, 
it is provided that every candidate- shall, 
within two months attor an election, 
hand in to tho Kcturning Officor a do- 
tailed statement of all election expenses 
incurred by bim, or by any ono on his 
behalf, together with tho bills and 
vouchers relative thereto, and tho Ro- 
turuing Officor ahull, at tho expeuso ot 
such candidate, within fourtcon days, 
publish, in manner provided by the 
Governor in Council, an abstract ol 
Inch statement. Default in making 
such returns of expense involves a pep. 
alty not exceeding $25 for every day 
during which such default continues 
The making of any fatso statement or 
returns of such oxpcnues shall bo n 
misdemeanor, and, shull bo punished 
accordingly, The lloturning Otlicer 
Bball preseno all such bills and vouchers, 
and, during six months aitor tbey havu 
been delivered to him permit, any voter 
to inspect the same, oa payment of a 
feo of one dollar. It should also bo men- 
tioned that the Bill provides that all 
persons having any bills, ohargea or 
claims upon any candidate, for or in 
respect of auy election, shall send in 
the Bame within one month from tho 
day of the declaration of tho oleotion, 
otherwise such personB .hall bo burred 
of thoir right to recover such claims or 
any part thereof. Tho term " undue 
influence" has a definition wide 
enough to leavo the voter in tho freest, 
possible exercise of his fran- 
chise. The penalty for those various 
offenoea iucladeB fine and imprisonment, 
the former ranging from ten to five 
hundred dollars. Tho pecuniary 
penalties are mado recoverable, by 
aotion or suit, by any person who shall 
sue for tho same in tho Supremo Court 
of British Columbia. After making duo 
allowance for the difficulty of enforcing 
all such laws, wo are disposed to think 
the provisions of ihia Bill, in the bands 
of. good and faithful officors, will go far 
towards do-demago^i' ising tho Legis- 
lature, as it vvill mo»t assuredly tend 
to de.beerising (to coin a vvoru) some 
constituencies. With such a :aw in 
force some of our so called legislators will 
find it difficult to sail into Parliament 
on a flood-tid e ot be er. 

Road Steamers iu lutlia 

In noticing the introduction into our In 
diun Empire of Thompson's road atoamerir 
tbe London Tim** remarks, 'As a general 
rale inventions ot utility aro bat slowly re- 
cognised; tbey have to grow into lame by 
foroe of their own merits, and without the 
impetus of any great patronage. Tho oo- 
tion ol the lodhn Government with regard 
to Thomson's road steamers lurnisbes, bow- 
over a striking exception, and we thick i t 
vvell'worthy ol notici.' It appears that 
ibeae engines had scarcely been tried when 
tbo Indian Government procured a Fmull 
coo, with a view to atlietiog its adaptability 
to passenger and goods twffio in that coun- 
try. So BalUfsotorj was the experiment 
that the Governor-General in Council guru 
orders lor lonr engines of great power; and 
capable ol attaining an average spaed ol tea 
miles per hour. It is intended tj run thete 
steamers in the Punjabi between Rawul 
Findte, the chief military Station in North- 
ern India,' and JliBlum, G8>£ U ilea apurt. It 
ia intended that the train will, on ordinary 
oocaHions, consist of one, and on extraordi- 
nary uocBsions ot two omcibuses, and will 
run the dliianoe in seven b.ours.inclosive ol all 
stoppa»es. One omnibus will carry 20 first, 
20 ai';oml, and 20 third class passengers, with 
50 ewt. ol mails aud luggage. ' When it is 
cousidorcd,' savs the Timet, ' that the total 
cost of tho plant will ho rather lesa than £120 
a mile it will nt once bo Been how important 
an experiment mis io. The question mast at 
onco ariso to all thinking minds— Is not such 
a lino preferable to a narrow gauge railway 
or tramways on runs not exceeding «0 miles 
*o length and where the traffic is limited? 
Speaking of Thomson's I'alent, tho Twin says: 
< Tho engino runfl on three wheels only, and in 
thia'way tirfall wheel base ia obtained, and 
groat facility given for steerage. In fact, tho 
whole machine, instead ol being au improve- 
ment on the traction engines hitherto used on 
common roads, is constructed on an entirely 
new principle, and ia different to them in 
every particular.' British Columbia will be 
indebted to the praiseworthy enterprise' and 
raro pluck of Barnard and Heedy for tho early 
Introduction of ibis great improvement in 
locomotion : nnd the historian will record 
the fact that' the enterprise of tlieso gentlemoa 
did not meet with ready recognition at tho 
bands of our Legislaturo-tbat, in truth.it mot 
with rather scurvy treatment.
